Singling Out Men 
for Army Service

tic machinery of selective draft and 
by hi* proclamation the president has 
startl'd the great amount of labor in 
the task of singling out men for the 
army, only a small group being ex­ 
empted from hearing 
artus

present war, while all others must 
appear befsre the tribunals and ac­

Registration cards are to be numb 
ered serially from one up anti tilt 
numbers posted, a copy to be sent to 
Washington 
simultaneously.

the basis of population after which 
the numbers will ba drawn In Wash­ 
ington. 
Each mars of the number 
drawn will strike men of that num­ 
ber In every precinct In the nation 
and the men will be summoned for a 
physical examination, the physician 
who la a member of the hoard being 
expected to make the examination in 
the presence of a fellow member of 
the same hoard.

The car had all but completed the 
circ lift of the gorge, having crossed 
from the Canadian side of the river 
on the trolley bridge at l*w laten. 
There were more than fifty passengers 
on board, according to general esti­ 
mates.

Jell— is precipitated. 
If the pectin 
is precipitated as one lump a cup of 
sugar may be used for each cup cf 
juice: if in several lumps the pro­ 
portion of sugar must be reduced to 
approximately 
three-fourths 
the 
amount of the juice. 
If the pectin 
is not in lumps but is merely precip­ 
itated, the sugar should be one-half 
or less of the amount of the juice. 
If the Juice shows no precipitation 
under this test, It is unsuitable for 
jelly making and must be combined 
with apple* or other Juices rich in 
pectin.

Revenue From Mails Is Cut Down.

held, in time to provide it. 
Many

changes have

made in the house measure by the sen­ 
ate committee, particularly in regard 
to the excess profits tax. 
It was esti­ 
mated that tin* senate excess profits 
lax will raise $305,OOO,OOO more than 
th** house bill. 
The house rate oil excess profits was 
proposed at 16 per cent, double the 
present rate. 
The senate committee, 
in addition to the Increase on excess 
profits, now to he extended to individ­ 
uals, substituted a new plan of nomi­ 
nal prewar profits, upon which excess 
profits levies will be made. 


Revenue From Mails Cut Down.

I Have recently noticed a jump in my 
car whe n I open th e th ro ttle w ith a 
load on th e engine. 
It seem* at th ough 
the clutch alips out and in again, g r a b ­ 
bing suddenly and produ cing th e jump. 
Can you advise me re gardin g this? 
Til© diagnosis which you have made 
of your own case neenm to fit the evi­ 
dence you have given regarding the 
action of your car. 
The clutch does 
not slip out, however, but remains en­ 
gaged when occurrences such as you 
have noted take place. 
What actually 
happens is that tile surface of tile 
clutch is In such a condition that the 
frictional resistance Is not suflielent to 
hold the load. 
If you hare a leather 
faced cone clutch the chances are Hint 
the leather has become dry and after 
allowing the clutch to slip for a length 
of time iii this condition Hie face of 
th© leather assumes a hard 
glaze, 
which prevents It from taking hold as 
it should. 
If this trouble bas gone too 
fur Hie only repair is to replace til© 
leather facing. 
On the other hand, if 
it lias Just started to develop you may 
save Hie leather by thoroughly satu­ 
rating It with neatsfoot oil or castor 
oil, 
Tills will soften th© leather and 
give it the easy engagement with the 
Arm holding power that is Hie natural 
prerogative of eon© clutches. 
With some cone clutches there is a 
tendency on aeeount of tin* thinness of 
the material or carelessness iii placing 
it on til© cone, for th© copjwr heads of 
Hi© rivets to project through th© leath­ 
er. The result Is Hint Hie copist hears 
against Hie cast iron flywheel and 
causes a slipping action, sluce the co­ 
efficient of friction between copist and 
iron is not high enough to withstand 
tile load of propulsion with only Hie 
pressure of til© clutch spring to hold 
It engaged.

If til© clutch is a disk design, Intend­ 
ed to run Iii oil, th© slipping may Is* 
du© to th© necuumUitloii of grease be­ 
tween the pistes. The remedy for this 
is utifurnily to employ some solvent or 
something which will cut tho gross© 
from between the plates. 
Kerosene Is 
generally used for this purims©. The 
method of applying the kerosene will 
depend u| h»ii how the clutch is assem­ 
bled and housed, lf there Is ail acces­ 
sible cover plate th© kerosene eau gen­ 
erally he poured down through Hits 
and th© motor run awhile with the 
gears Iii neutral. This will cause Hie 
grease to he ^washed ©UL 
Afterward 


the kerosene is drained and the lubri­ 
cant renewed. 
A mistake very often made by own­ 
ers of ©ars which have a disk clutch 
housed with tho genr box is in placing 
heavy grease in the gears, forgetting 
Uiut this will work Its way between 
th© plates of the clutch. When this Is 
done th© clutch very soon begins to 
slip. 


The engine of my car runa well when 
it ie working under a load, but when it 
ie idle it only runa on two cy lin d er, 
Nob. 1 and 4. 
W hat can be the trou­ 
ble? 
The car is a 1913 model. 
Tile trouble undoubtedly lies in the 
fact timt when idle the gas generated 
does not roach the fur cylinders. Til is 
is probably due to th© present low 
grad© of gasoline for Hie handling of 
which provision was not made when 
your car was built. 
A new and mod­ 
ern 
carburetor 
equipment designed 
especially for low grade gas and this 
combined with a good hot air attach­ 
ment to th© air intake will give you a 
better running motor.
